Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1983- 


The  health  of  the  district  remained  satisfactory  during 
the  year.  The  expected  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
measles  took  place0  44  Notif  ications  we  re  received,,  No 
severe  complications  were  reported,, 


Pood  Hygiene  requires  special  attention  in  a  Seaside 
Resort  where  large  numbers  of  visitors  frequent  the  shops  and 
cafes .  In  the  rush  of  serving  food  it  is  easy  to  relax  health 
precautions  and  this,  could  lead  to  contaminated  food.  To 
avoid  litter  in  the  streets  baskets  for  the  reception  of  such 
things  as  ice  cream  papers  and  cartons  are  required  -  these 
should  be  covered,  as  when  exposed  to  a  hot  sun  the  basket  is 
soon  swarming  with  flies  and  wasps,  which  then  fly  off  and 
settle  on  food  exposed  for  sale  in  shops. 

During  the  year  there  were  118  births,  7  of  them  illegiti¬ 
mate.  In  1982  there  were  87  births.  When  adjusted  for  compara¬ 
tive  purposes  the  Birth  Rate  was  29*2  per  1 ,000. 


Deaths  were  11  higher  than  in  1982,  the  total  being  89* 

The  causes  of  death  were  much  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year. 
Nearly  half  the  deaths  occurred  in  persons  over  the  age  of  75  years 
Deaths  due  to  Malignant  Disease  totalled  14?  the  same  as  in  1982. 
The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  29 o  No  deaths  occurred 
due  to  Infectious  Diseases  including  Tuberculosis.  No  Maternal 
Death  was  reported. 


Not  many  years  ago  Diphtheria  claimed  many  victims  in 
early  life  hut  due  to  immunisation  it  is  now  rare  for  this 
disease  to  produce  a  fatal  case.  It  is  important  that  no 
relaxation  should  he  allowed  in  the  campaign  against  Infectious 
Diseases,  as  the  occasional  case  of  Diphtheria  crops  up  and 
could  spread  rapidly  in  an  unprotected  community. 


I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  interest 
taken  by  the  Dub lie  Health  Committee  in  the  work  of  the  Health 
Department.  I  wish  also  to  thank  the  Public  Health  Inspector, 


Mr.  Long,  and  his  staff  for  their  loyal  support  during  the  year*

There  was  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  injections 
given  which  reflects  interest  taken  by  parents  in  protecting  their 
children  against  infectious  diseases a  When  few  cases  of  diphtheria 
occur  it  is  easy  to  be  lulled  into  a  false  sense  of  security  and 
neglect  to  obtain  protection*,  In  order  to  keep  these  diseases 
in  check  it  is  necessary  to  continue  to  give  protection  by  immuni¬ 
sation  and  no  relaxation  in  the  campaign  against  them  can  be 
allowed o 
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School  Medical  Examinations 


School  children  are  examined  several  times  during  their 
years  at  school.,  The  hirst  examination  takes  place  when  the 
child  starts  school  at  the  age  of  five  years.  It  is  important 
that  the  parent  should  he  present  at  this  examination  so  that 
the  child9 s  previous  health  and  any  problems  can  be  discussed* 


The  commonest  defect  discovered  at  the  examination  is 
defective  vision.,  When  such  cases  are  found  the  child  is

referred  to  the  Eye  Glinb  and  glasses  prescribed  if  nece 
However  on  future  examinations  it  is  often  found  that  the 
children  are  not  wearing  their  glasses  and  their  vision 
frequently  deteriorates  as  a  result*  This  can  be  due  to 
carelessness  on  the  part  of  the  child  who  does  not  bother  to 
wear  his  glasses  in  school  or  in  some  cases  the  lack  of  interest 
on  the  part  of  the  parent  who  should  ensure  that  the  child  does 
wear  his  glasses  at  home*  There  is  probably  a  psychological 
element  in  this  as  the  child  does  not  want  to  be  different. to 
his  classmates  and  fears  being  made  fun  of  for  wearing  glasses* 


glasses  are  frequently  broken  during  play  and  there 
is  often  considerable  delay  before  they  are  taken  for  repair 
Doctors  and  nurses  constantly  stress  how  important  it  is  for 
children  to  wear  their  glasses  but  it  is  very  difficult  to 
get  their  advice  to  be  accepted* 


Deafness  can  cause  backwardness  in  class  due  to  the  child 
not  hearing  the  teacher*  Tests  are  made  by  an  audiometrician 
who  visits  the  school  with  special  apparatus  to  test  the  hearing 
and  any  doubtful  cases  are  referred  to  the  clinic  for  further 
investigation*

Fluoridation  of  Water  Supplies 


Investigations  carried  out  in  the  United  States  and  in  this 
country  have  shown  that  in  areas  where  the  amount  of  fluoride  in 
the  water  supplies  v/as  about  1  part  per  million,  there  was  a 
reduction  in  the  number  of  children  with  tooth  decayo  Fluoride 
occurs  naturally  in  all  water  supplies  in  varying  amounts,  in 
some  only  a  trace,  in  others  over  1  part  per  million®  The  object 
of  fluoridation  is  to  increase,  when  necessary,  the  amount  of 
fluoride  by  adding  this  chemical  to  the  water  supply  to  bring  the 
concentration  to  1  part  per  million  which  is  adequate  to  prevent 
tooth  decay®  It  is  of  special  benefit  to  children  during  the 
years  when  teeth  are  forming  but  it  also  has  some  effect  on 
adult  teeth.®  A  largp  proportion  of  children  in  this  country  have 
bad  teeth  and  fluoridation  will  reduce  the  amount  of  decay  con¬ 
siderably®  Many  arguments  have  been  put  forward  against  its  use 
but  careful  investigation  has  shown  that  no  ill  effects  result 
from  its  use  in  the  small  concentration  of  1  part  per  million® 
Over  half  a  million  people  in  this  country  have  been  drinking 
naturally  fluoridated  water  all  their  lives  with  no  ill  effect®

iposal  of  domestic  refuse  can  become  quite  a  problem 
in  any  town®  A  suitable  site  must  be  found  for  tipping  and  then 
adequate  precautions  taken  to  avoid  nuisance  from  the  tip®  Paper 
must  be  prevented  from  blowing  about  and  the  refuse  should  be  well 
covered  to  protect  it  from  infestation  by  rats®  There  is  always 
a  risk  of  fire  due  to  spontaneous  combustion  and  highly  inflammable 
refuse  should  be  excluded  from  the  tip®  Some  nuisance  is  liable 
to  occur  during  the  transit  of  the  refuse  to  the  tip®  On  a  windy 
day  paper  and  dust  can  be  blown  from  the  bins  or  the  refuse  cart 
itself®  An  innovation  is  the  introduction  of  paper  sacks  to 
replace  bins®  These  sacks  when  full  are  lighter  than  a  full  bin, 
and  are  easier  to  handle  and.  can  be  placed  directly  in  a  collecting

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Food  Hygiene 


Outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  occur  throughout  the  country 
each  year*  A  large  proportion  of  these  are  avoidable  by 
observing  the  rules  of  elementary  hygiene *  Considerable  care 
is  taken  to  ensure  that  foodstuffs  are  pure  and  wholesome  when 
offered  for  sale*  Standards  of  purity  are  laid  down  by  statutes, 
the  food  is  inspected  and  sampled  and  every  precaution  is  taken 
to  ensui  e  that  it  is  free  from  infection,,  The  human  element  is 
however  unpredictable*  Food  can  be  contaminated  by  careless 
handling  on  its  way  to  catering  establishments,  a  dirty  vehicle 
can  infect  a  considerable  quantity  of  foodo  There  is  danger 
in  the  kitchens  if  tables,  cooking  utensils  and  crockery  are 
not  scrupulously  clean*  The  food  handlers  must  be  particularly 
careful  when  touching  food*  Hands  should,  always  be  washed  and 


dried  with  a  clean  towel  after  visiting  the  toilt 
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they  should 


not  be  in  contact  with  food  if  they7  have  septic  sores  or  boi 
hands  or  arms*  They  may  he  an  unsuspected  carrier  of  food 
poisoning  organisms,  a  condition  often  difficult  to  diagnose 
but  personal  hygiene  will  do  much  to  reduce  any  risk  here*

Sewer  Extension 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a  two  hundred  yard  sewer 
extension  was  completed.  This  will  serve  a  new  caravan  and 
tenting  site  and  enable  several  properties  to  be  connected  to 
the  sewer.

3C0  visits  have  been 
made  to  control  this  section  of  the  Department. 


I  remarked  in  last  years  report  that  some  of  the 
equipment  was  in  need  of  renewal.  This  proved  to  be  the  case. 
Fortunately  the  lorry  in  question  did  last  until  the  end  of 
the  season  before  giving  up.  In  the  meantime  the  Council 
decided  to  purchase  a  new  modern  refuse  collection  vehicle* 
which  will  be  delivered  during  April*  1964.  This  machine 
will  help  considerably  with  the  ever  increasing  refuse 
p>roblem. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  has  been  trouble  free  throughout 
the  year.  An  unfortunate  fire  occured  in  the  building  at  the 
tip  but  no  damage  was  causes  to  the  bulldozer  and  other 
essentail  equipment.  The  main  damage  was  to  the  buildings 
and  baled  cardboard.  The  damage  was  made  good  during'  the 
year.

The  usual  problem  of  summer  time  staff  caused 
some  concern  and  particularly  the  smoking  habit.  Several 
snack  bars  and  coffee  bars  have  sprung  up  during  the  season, 
serving  only  beverages  and  snacks.  These  are  not  eqtuiped  to 
serve  properly  cooked  meals  and  any  extention  of  the  original 
intention  is  being  watched  carefully. 

ihe  sale  of  a  mouldy  steak  pie  caused  much  concern, 
ine  Puoiic  Heaitn  Committee  deemed  it  desir  iblo  that  all 
shops  selling  food  should  be  advised  on  their  responsibility 
for  stock  rotation  and  proper  attention  to  all  pre-packed 
food  stuff.  Further  reminders  will  be  sent  at  the  beginning 
of  the  summer  season  and  again  at  the  end  of  the  season. 

A  cafe  on  one  of  the  large  camp  sites  has  installed 
equipment  for  dealing  in  pre-packed  frozen  meals.  These 
meals  are  heated  in  special  ovens  and  served  in  the  foil.
